OT is WAR MEMORIAL of the Oshawa 
Collegiate and Vocational Institute established to 
perpetuate the names of those who served in the 
Second World War and especially to honour the 
memory of those who gave their lives in that conflict 
was unveiled December 21st, 1949, by Mrs. Maurice 
G. Hart. (Mrs. Hart was selected by lot to represent 
the mothers who were bereaved.) 


The memorial, executed by Mr. Eric Aldwinckle, 
consists of a decorative mural surrounding the main 
arch leading to the school auditorium flanked by a 
panel of names on either side. 


The design treated wn strong but harmonious 
colours laid on a scientifically prepared plaster base 
1s an adaptation and amalgam of the coats-of-arms 
of the Dominion of Canada and the Province of 
Ontario. On a scroll above the opening of the arch 
is the Latin inseription “Ut Sit Memoria Illorum In 
Benedictione”. These words from the 14th verse of 
the 46th chapter of the Book of Ecclesiasticus may 
be freely translated “That Their Memory Might Be 
Blessed”. 


The names of all those who served are printed in 
rich colours on vellum covered with plate glass; those 
who gave their lives have their names marked by a 
black maltese cross. 


This work of art, it 1s confidently hoped, does 
honour to those whose names are inscribed thereon. 
Insofar as material things treated with artistic feel- 
ung can recognize devotion to duty, this memorial is 
dedicated to that end.
